I briefed him on the handling of Special intelligence in this 
Agency sad on current procedures designed t© cut down the number 
of cleared persons. He also commented on the similarity in ire 
memberships o l IAC and DSC IB. He made the inference that 
perhaps they should be combined. I pointed out that tke memiership 
not exactly the same, but made no other comment on this 
policy matter. 

The whole conversation seemed only exploratory, but the 
Admiral may mention the numbers of cleared persons in sovemme it 
to the DCI or DDCI.
